In an attempt to instruct 
students in the safe and correct 
way of driving, Hickory High 
School offered a Driver's 
Education program. This course 
was necessary to obtain a 
driving permit or license. 

It consisted of thirty hours in 
the classroom, and six hours of 
actual driving with a trained 
instructor. Nine HHS teachers 
prepared students for driving 
by requiring them to learn 
traffic and safety rules, and put 
these rules into practice in their 
driving, With the institution of 


a new driver's test, the program 


adjusted itself to include th 


new information.

Regular classroom routine stil] 
dominated the teaching methods of 
most teachers. Students often did not 
appreciate the lecture method used by 
many teachers and consequently 
became bored and sleepy. 

Many students alleviated boredom 
with independent studies in many 
subjects. This manner of study offered 
more independence in thought and 
material. Workrooms in all 
departments were available for these 
programs. 

Teachers were provided a work area 
of their own as well, to escape the 
“blackboard syndrome” so many say 
they experience. These facilities aided 
teachers especially during morning 
planning sessions from 8:00 to 8:50. 
Many teachers also received extra 
planning periods during seventh period 
when they had no class.
